Sammartino shows his disdain for Zbyszko as he grabs a photograph of Larry and rips 
it in half. Bruno did not want to wrestle his former friend but he felt responsible for 


destroying, as he put it, “the Frankenstein | created.” 


only he knows what that 
acceptance made him suffer. 
Then, he was forced to respond 
to Larry’s charges that Bruno was 
too old, too weak to be called a 
“living legend.” Bruno was forced 
to defend his honor, which is really 
the honor of wrestling. For the 
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sport, he had to prove Zbyszko’s 
charges were lies. He had to put his 
career on the line. So Bruno 
promised to retire if he lost. 

It was a staggering gamble. In 
strictly financial terms, he was 
risking a fortune. It’s possible to 
argue that there was more money 


at stake in that match than in any 
sporting event in history. No one 
knows better than Bruno how 
much money he was risking to save 
the sport’s honor. He did it 
willingly. 

Those who know Bruno well 
know the money was the least of 
the gamble. Bruno has always said,

IS THE DARK SIDE 
=x OF BOB 

BACKLUND 


WWF champion Bob Backlund looks for support from the fans as he increases the 
pressure on a hammerlock (above).

Every man, whether wrestler or not, has two 
sides. In most cases, one side, either good or 
bad, will emerge. Yet each man lives with the 
knowledge the second side may spill out and 
seize control. If one man mirrors Backlund’s 
dark side, it is Ken Patera, exponent of evil 
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DARK BEAST rumbles deep 

within Bob Backlund’s soul. 
Try as he will, Backlund cannot 
completely control the monster. It 
lives, as it always must, by feeding 
on Backlund’s innate decency. 

At times, this animal erupts, 
seizing momentary control of the 
young champion’s behavior. The 
beast comes over him slowly, 


seemingly savoring each chunk of 
good flesh devoured and tainted by 
its unholy mouth. 

Backlund’s mouth drops, his 
tongue juts out, dark eyes fading 
and returning in a hardened silo of 
determined intensity. Neck 
muscles quiver with increasing 
hate, the fluid scientific maneuvers 
succumb to anger and hostility 


until his matches degenerate 
into brawls. 

“Yeah, I know when I’m getting 
angry, I can feel it coming,” said 
Backlund. “But everyone gets 
angry. It’s natural, right? All I have 
to do is contain the rage.” 

But rage isn’t a separate entity 
unattached to any foundation. 


Rage breeds within bitterness and 


finds eternal sustenance in the 
nurturing of a corrupt hand. Such 
an example is illustrated by 
Ken Patera. 

The similarities between 
Backlund and Patera are startling. 
Both are young, handsome, and 
physically overwhelming, yet 
blessed with deceptive speed. Both 
rely on their minds, in prematch 
planning and ring improvisations. 
Either could become the greatest 
scientific wrestler ever. Or the 
greatest rulebreaker. 

Yes, throbbing within Bob 
Backlund exists the devastating 
capacity to wrestle evilly. All he 
needs do to envision what life as a 
rulebreaker would be like is 
glimpse at Patera. 

The story of Patera’s dubious 
wrestling life has been chronicled 
time and again. All that matters is 
he allowed greed and the base 
instinets for cruelty, shared by all 
humans, to control his actions. 
Backlund selected the path of 
good, but he still harbors the same 
desires Patera permitted to surface. 

What separated these two men 
and propelled them down such 
vastly different roads? 


“I think some people are more 
confortable being mean,” said 
Backlund. “I think it takes an 
effort to be nice, and it’s really easy 
to be nasty to someone. Maybe 
that’s a sad comment on people, 
I’m not sure. 

“IT do know there’s no excuse for 
being mean. People are born with 
different intellects and different 
bodies, but there’s no reason why 
you can’t be decent to another 
human being. I guess Patera 
believes differently.” 

Patera rejects such concepts of 
decency and evil. 

“All that matters is winning; 
that’s the bottom line, the thing 
that motivates everyone,” he said. 
“You show me someone who’s 
willing to step aside and not deliver 
the finishing blow and I'll show 
you a loser like Andre or Dusty.

Right away, I reject 99 
percent of the people associated 
with wrestling from friendships 
because they’re so damn stupid 
and slow. 

“So it doesn’t pay to be nice. 
Figures a lame like Backlund 
would think it does. And what 
about this garbage saying how I’m 
the dark side of Backlund? What 
about him being my dark side? 

“I think deep down, everyone 
worries about failure. That’s why 
people go to school, workout, try 
and get ahead in life—to avoid 
those failures. But Backlund’s 
allowed failure to consume him. 
He’s afraid to take chances for 
victory and hides behind his 
manager and sympathetic refs and 
bleeding-heart fans and writers. 

“You want to talk about dark 
sides, Backlund’s full of °em. I chose 
the right path because I’m 


interested in triumphs, period. 
Winning and money motivate me. 
Acting like a nurd motivates 
Backlund. That I’ve chosen the 
right way is quite obvious to all but 
the most intellectually myopic.” 

Interestingly, a Backlund- 
Patera bout is a study in slightly 
altered styles. Sometimes they 
seem to mirror each other with 
subtle shades of black and white.

HREE LITTLE BOYS helped 

each other toss the stringy 
rope onto the platform jutting 
from their squat treehouse. Each 
brother struggled up the makeshift 
wooden ladder.

Instinctively their hands would 
reach up and support the one in 
front until all three were safely 
secure in their little retreat, free 
from the sounds of parents and 
teachers and homework and 
household chores.

After being ambushed by manager Gary Hart, Andre retaliated and left the attacker 
sprawled on the floor. It's lucky for Hart that Andre didn't do him permanent injury. If 
Andre's mercy ever left him, all of wrestling would be at the Giant's mercy! 


“How long you think Andre is 
gonna take this constant 
frustration?’’ asked one 
manager who requested 
anonymity. “‘He’s got an 
undefeated record and he just 
can't get a title. It’s getting to 
him. | think he’s moving to the 
day when he turns bad. | don’t 
care what he says.” 

Consideration of professional 
wrestling’s state if Andre turns 
bad is staggering. Going beyond 
an undefeated record and 
entering the horrible condition 
of bloody bedlam scares many 
wrestling people. 

“No one could stop him. When 
| think of all the times he held up 
when a guy was about to crack, 
and then think of Andre showing 


no mercy, hell,” said a promoter, 
“it's scary.” 


“Andre is one of the finest 


men | know,” Dusty Rhodes 
said. “But | wouldn't want to 
meet him if he turned 


rulebreaker. He'd whip and beat 
on a lot of people before he was 
through.” 

This combination of power 
and skill is called unfair by 
rulebreakers. As is often the 
case, their comments are 
viewed as selfish whining. But 
what if Bob Backlund com- 
plained about Andre instead of 
Superstar Graham? What if 
Dusty protested instead of Killer 
Karl Kox? 

“Once scientific wrestlers 
complain about a huge guy like 


Andre taking advantage and 
running wild, you'll hear a 
different kind of reaction,” 
insisted one Southern promoter. 
“They can dismiss the mouthing 
of a rulebreaker, but not a fan 
favorite. That carries weight. 
“But I’m not worried how

people react or anything like 
that. I’m worried about the sport. 
Andre could be an unstoppable 
machine. Hell, he could take any 
belt he’d want. Itcould turn gory. 
| just hope he has enough 
goodness not to ever do that.” 

As all of us hope. Still, the 
demands on Andre are 
overwhelming. As a large 
person, he is expected to show 
extraordinary gentleness. He is 
expected to show restraintin the 
ring. He is expected to minimize 
the impact of his size. 

Can he any longer? Can this 
combination of frustration and 
temptation be thwarted? 
Pondering an Andre without 
kindness who won't hold back is 
one thought promoters both fear 
and savor. 

“He'd sell out the house,” 
admitted one promoter. “He 
packs them in now, but we'd 
have to get Grand Canyon to 
hold all the people. We'd better. 
It might be the end of 
wrestling.” O
